Tuberculosis — Jacksonville, i cases; Tampa, 3 
cases. 

Illinois. — Year ended December 31, 1907. Total number of deaths 
reported, 62,854, including diphtheria 1,015, enteric fever 1,119, 
measles 413, scarlet fever 880, smallpox 5, whooping cough 530, and 
7,142 from tuberculosis. 

Iowa — Keokuk. — Month of April, 1908: Estimated population, 
16,000.
